The Normoan Fishing Villnges,

A correspondent of the Loadon Morniag
H.?"ﬂ,d. who went to the Indusirinl Exiobition
at Havre, has wiitley an Inlecesting sketeh of
eome of the villages oo whe coast of Normandy
and their inhubitante, from which we make the
following extracis:—

Iy is something to eccane fron the roaring
and awaggering prosperity of Havee, across the
sparkling ‘Bay ot the Suine,’ to Houfleur, which
long ago weat to gleep, 1t 1 arosned and en-.
chioled by beautitul lilis and nocioat wood; |t
f2 full of rotten, heavy browned bouses, smid
which, sparsely soaitered, are 1mpsrilnences os
modern brickwork; it looks placidly over the
river 1o the chelky ranges and the spreading
city on the opposite side; and a few infertor
vessetls ereep, now and then, iu and out of the
three nartow basins—timber ships ehiefly—with
f lew miscellineous catgoes, Notbhing inoreases
herej the end of the town meets yoa every-
where: outside, on the sunds, areé rickety sheds,
where joint-stock laundry s carried on, not by
the dnughters of Nausican, and they thump the
linen' into shreds with fails, the lushion whereot
is & thousund years old; inslde, the beadle, con-
trary to Uathiolic castom, kevps the keys of the

ehutch, lost be should lose ivepence s day; but,
clear o the Jading town, miles upon wlles of
rich and joyous landsoape expuod, ftesh and
templing.

# halt-penny worth at every huaul, and which
goes down and comes up ull the day long with a
misernble sccount of creatures caught, two-
thirds of which are flung away as too young,
though, owing to the siupidity of the men, not
until most of them ure dead,

anywhere slovg the shores of the Seine, up us
far as Rouen. They know nothing of improve-
wenis, and would strip Lhe ses bank bare were
it permitted, the most vigilant watch beng
necessary durivg the aotumual or propaguting
months to prevent their utterly exhausting the
resonroes by which they sobyist,

“If they are thus apathetic, what are we to
expect from the poor, half-naked, sinple mussel
gatherers of Pendede Ple, who, probably, have
seen no other borlzon iu their lives? Yet even
with them chaoges are gradually coming on.
The modern settlement of bathérs, while en-
croaching on their old indusiry. has added
auother to it, and the poor men and women find
a litve employment during the prohibited
months (rom the visitors, SBo sgain with Trou-
viile, where, however, the fishery cluss holds its
own w&with even areater tenscity,

“Decidedly, the fishermen have had a hard
battle to fight; but then it is eqoally a rule
among bathers at fashionable watering places
to be fond of fish, so that the boats have not
been driven away, to any serious extent, by the

houses, but at present from its fishing industry
snd the manefactures in conuection with i, It
is not very clean; its running walers are black-
ened by the refuse of factories aud loundries;
but it contains a race of men who anuuully start
in great flotillas for the banks of New-
foundland to hook ‘the stupid cod; they
ste admirable maripers, and by no means
averse 1o uew methode when once brought
to understand them: iu fact, a large proportion
pf the now sugeeations \llustrated at the Exhibi-
fon are of Fecamp origin, The town is uninter-
esting from sll other pomts of view, but it
peethes with indostry. Tmmense quantities of
herriogs are cured here, and cured to perfection,
Blurdy fellows they look, these Fecamp mari-
ners, swinging along the Bcach. pipe m mouth,
n thelir red or blue cap and costume of indescri-
bable rag, or makiog wsy for those thickly-
built, broad-beamed, short-heeled vessels—deep
bottomed, stumpy-masted, snd not over-weighted
with sail—which carry ihem on to the great
cod-banks towards the other mde of the world,
